The School Committee, in presenting their report, state that they 
had passed a resolution ordering the money in the hands of their 
Treasurer, amounting to $234, to be paid over to the Treasurer of 
the Society. 

The Treasurer has taken measures, uniformly, for the collection 
of the school bills, but, notwithstanding his exertions, a consider¬ 
able amount still remains unpaid. The Committee state, that Mr. 
Chas. J. Conway, after a trial of three months, has relinquished 
the privilege of using the male department of the Society’s school. 
They also state that Miss Bean has sustained her department in a 
manner quite encouraging—her school now numbering more pupils 
than at the commencement of the experiment. 

In conducting the school, on her own account, Miss Bean affords 
the members of the Society all their former advantages, and edu¬ 
cates, free of charge, children of indigent members. 

In conclusion, the Committee recommend that Miss Bean have 
the privilege of the continued occupation of the School Depart¬ 
ment for one year, from 1st May next.

On the subject of giving instruction to young mechanics in 
architectural and machine drawing, the Committee take great pleas¬ 
ure in stating that the classes in both departments have been well 
attended, the pupils numbering about one hundred. They have 
progressed very satisfactorily in their studies, have conducted them¬ 
selves in a gentlemanly manner, and, on the whole, the classes 
have proved highly beneficial and eminently profitable to all con¬ 
cerned. 
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The architectural class is under the tuition of Mr. David Paton, 
and Mr. Thomas D. Stitson is teacher of the class in mechanical 
drawing. 

At the close of the session, in April last, the pupils in both 
classes passed resolutions highly expressive of their gratitude to 
the Society for their liberality in placing the means of acquiring 
such valuable knowledge within their reach, and also to the teach¬ 
ers for their uniform kindness, industry and ability displayed in 
conveying to them such useful instruction.
